Bill Authorizes Credit 


For Sole To Reds 


WASHINGTON (A*)— The Senate today passed and 
sent to the White House a compromise 3-billion-dollar 
foreign-aid money bill giving the president authority 
to guarantee credit for private commodity sales to Com­ 
munist nations. 


The action, paving the way for the adjournment 
of Congress, came after Republican protests against 
President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
insistence on interrupting the 
Senate’s brief Christmas holi­ 
day to win final passage. They 
argued the measure could have 
gone over to the new session 
opening Jan. 7. 
Final passage came with the 
voice vote adoption of a com­ 
promise amendment—previous, 
ly cleared by the House at its 
unprecedented early - morning 
session Dec. 24 allowing John­ 
son to grant credits for com­ 
modity sales to the Soviet bloc 
if he determines it is "in the 
national interest" and advises 
Congress within 30 days. 


MINOR CHANGE 
The Senate, earlier, had ap­ 
proved the conference report, 
which embraced the money 
items in the bill, by a vote of 
46-14. 
All that remained after that 
was the formal acceptance of 
a minor amendment aimed at 
limiting 
the 
employment of 
third-country nationals on U.S.- 
sponsored foreign aid projects 
abroad, 
and 
the amendment 
dealing with credit sales to the 
Soviet bloc. 
Both were accepted by voice 
votes.

SAN FRANCISCO OJPI)—'The 
California Public Utilities Com­ 
mission today approv ed a re­ 
fund by Pacific Gas and Elec­ 
tric Co. of $10 to $12 for its 
av erag e household customer. 
William Bennett, president 
of the commission, said the to­ 
tal amount was $44,39 6,540. He 
said the refunds will show on 
customers’ February bills. 
The refund is in addition to 
a $15.1 million dollars which 
was passed on to PG&E cus­ 
tomers last A u g u s t . This 
amounts to an av erag e of about 
$4.50 per customer. 
The refunds resulted from 
an eig ht-y ear-long fig ht ag ainst 
rate increases of El Paso Nat­ 
ural Gas Co., which supplies 
California with more than 7 5 
per cent of its g as. 
The Aug ust refund repre­ 
sented PG&E’s portion of a 30 
million dollar refund, and the 
new refund is PG&E’s share of 
a 9 6 million dollar refund re­ 
cently neg otiated to end the 
dispute.

Building 
Pace Sagged 
Last Month 
The building pace in Marin 
fagged last month with valua­ 
tion in building permits issued 
dropping to $4*245,441 — 46 
per cent below the total for 
November, 1962. 
The Marin County Develop­ 
ment Assn., which compiled 
the building totals, concluded 
that the drop was probably 
due, at least in part, to the 
big building activity in October 
when total value of permits 
issued was $9,001,216. 
Despite the drop, total build­ 
ing pace for 1963 continued 
well ahead of 1962. The 11- 
month 
total for 
this year 
stands at $82,884,736. In 1962, 
the total after 11 months was 
$66,353,204. 
This puts 1963 
building activity 24.9 per cent 
ahead of 1962. 
Busiest community for build­ 
ing last month was San Ra­ 
fael with a total valuation of 
$1,255,863 on permits issued. 
Novato was second with $342,- 
990 and Larkspur third with 
$277,903. 
In unincorporated areas, the 
Tiburon Peninsula was the 
most active with a total valua­ 
tion of $242,000. 
In both incorporated and un­ 
incorporated areas there were 
a total of 155 permits for resi­ 
dential construction and 12 
permits for commercial build­ 
ings during November.

and tourism, one of the main 
industries, has increased 10- 
fold in the past several years, 
he reported. 
Sugarman said the Caribbean 
in general appears very much 
like 
Marin 
County, 
having 
eucalyptus trees growing along­ 
side of palm trees just as in 
Marin. 
“Lying around on the beach j ei Pasono is I 
and sipping rum is for tourists 
and vacationers, h o w e v e r , ” 
Sugarman said. “Local people 
work very hard and energet­ 
ically for their livelihoods. 
“And the communities, even 
on the smallest islands, are 
quite 
structured. 
You 
find 
chambers of commerce. Rotary, 
Lions and Kiwanis, the P-TA 
and the supermarket more and 
more.” 
Sugarman said that Carl Ur- 
butt, former Sausalitan, now a 
resident of Nassau, is very ac­ 
tive in civic organizations. 
Sugarman’s work, which he 
calls a mobile institute since 
it stretches over a large area, 
consists of presenting what he 
calls 
executive 
development 
seminars and supervisory train­ 
ing programs to managers and 
leaders of government, indus­ 
try, agriculture, and private in- 
stitutions throughout the Carib­ 
bean and Latin America. This 
year, he said, he divided his 
time among Puerto Rico, Ja­ 
maica, the Bahamas, Barbados 
and the U. S. Virgin Islands. 
Sugarman, who spent five 
years in Venezuela before liv­ 
ing in Sausalito, teaches in 
English and Spanish. 
He commented on move­ 
ments in most of the islands 
toward 
"so - called 
indepen­ 
dence,” particularly on t h e 
part of the “have-nots” who 
constitute the masses. 
“This is inspired by the fact 
that last year Trinidad and 
Jamaica went independent and 
so many African colonies have 
also 
become 
independent,” 
Sugarman said. He believes, 
however, that groups in the 
West Indies are mistaken to 
equate themselves w i t h Af­ 
ricans. 
In the West Indies, he said, 
people have enjoyed complete 
liberty and a great many bene­ 
fits that being associated with 
Great Britain provides. Also, 
Great Britain takes care of ex­ 
ternal and internal security of 
the islands. 
On Jan. 1 the Bahamas will 
come under a new constitu­ 
tion which permits Bahamians 
to "almost 100 per cent” deter­ 
mine their own affairs while 
still enjoying the security af­ 
forded by Great Britain’s arm­ 
ed forces, he noted. 
Sugarman mentioned that in 
Caribbean countries are ref­ 
ugees from British Guiana and 
Cuba as well as Haiti, the for­ 
mer countries being Commu­ 
nist-dominated and the latter 
being run by a voodooist and 
militaristic dictatorship. 
He said life on the islands 
came to a standstill on the an­ 
nouncement of President John 
F. Kennedy’s death. "Even the 
most humble peasant sought 
out Americans to share con­ 
dolences.”

We trust tha t two prev io us 
fa ilures wo n’t deter the lo y a l libra ry 
bo o sters who se spirits were recently 
ra ised by successful a chiev ement o f 
their site pro ject. 
When Frederick Tho mpso n o f Stin­ 
so n Bea ch sig ned the deed relea se a s 
la st o f three heirs to a ppro v e (a ll being 
bro thers o f no v elist Ka thleen No rris), 
the wa y wa s clea red fo r use o f the no rth 
po rtio n o f Old Mill Pa rk a s a mo st 
cha rming pla ce to put a new libra ry . 
Tho mpso n’s so n a nd da ug hter ha d a l­ 
rea dy sig ned in reco g nitio n o f the spir­ 
itua l a nd phy sica l a ppro pria teness o f 
this pla n. 
But a s Mrs. Jo hn P. Fa rnha m, the 
president o f the libra ry bo a rd, wa s 
pro mpt to po int o ut, there's a na rro w 
time schedule if there is to be a bo nd 
issue v o te nex t April. 
No o ne ca n sa y tha t a ny dra g g ing o f 
feet is no w in ev idence despite so me 
ea rlier o ppo sitio n.

We believ e there a re sev era l g o o d 
rea so ns why the third try fo r a bo nd is­ 
sue will succeed in Mill Va lley . Fo re­ 
mo st o f co urse is the increa sing pres­ 
sure o n present fa cilities which a re in­ 
a dequa te, a nd to so me a t lea st inco n­ 
v enient o r a t wo rst ina ccessible; y et 
which a re no netheless pro v iding the 
finest o f a tmo spheres a nd serv ices un­ 
der g rea t ha ndica p. 
Here surely is a deserv ing ca se fo r 
which Mill Va lley purses sho uld o pen. 
Of the three sites fo r which bo nd is­ 
sues ha v e been pla nned, the Old Mill 
Pa rk is fa r a nd a wa y the best in the 
estima te o f ma ny .

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Mill Valley Library Bonds 
Are A Top 1964 Project 


One of the important local jobs in 
Marin County for the year 1964 will be 
to push through a Mill Valley library 
bond issue. We trust that two previous 
failures won t deter the loyal library 
boosters whose spirits were recently 
raised by successful achievement of 
their site project. 
When Frederick Thompson of Stin­ 
son Beach signed the deed release as 
last of three heirs to approve tali being 
brothers of novelist Kathleen Norris), 
the way was cleared for use of the north 
portion of Old Mill Park as a most 
charming place to put a new library. 
Thompson's son and daughter had al­ 
ready signed in recognition of the spir­ 
itual and physical appropriateness of 
this plan. 
But as Mrs. John P. Farnham, the 
president of the library board, was 
prompt to point out, there's a narrow 
time schedule if there is to be a bond 
issue vote next April. 
No one can say that any dragging of 
feet is now in evidence despite some 
earlier opposition. The city council has 
asked for a cost estimate three weeks 
hence, on Jan. 20, and it's expected to 
be available on lime although a great 
deal of research is entailed. 
Topo­ 
graphical map and soil test studies must 


both be completed as prerequisites to 
the preliminary building plans on which 
the actual cost can be estimated. 
But a hurry-up procedure is unavoid­ 
able because Feb. 1 is the filing time 
for placing this issue on the ballot. 
We believe there are several good 
reasons why the third try for a bond is­ 
sue will succeed in Mill Valley. Fore­ 
most of course is the increasing pres­ 
sure on present facilities which are in­ 
adequate, and to some at least incon­ 
venient or at worst inaccessible; yet 
which are nonetheless providing the 
finest of atmospheres and services un­ 
der great handicap. 
Here surely is a deserving case for 
which Mill Valley purses should open. 
Of the three sites for which bond is­ 
sues have been planned, the Old Mill 
Park is far and away the best in the 
estimate of many. It's also better than 
the lumber storage yard for which 
friends of the library tried without suc­ 
cess. 
To pass up this wonderful opportu­ 
nity to place a new library in a truly Mill 
Valley setting of the most inspired type 
seems to us unthinkable. Surely the de­ 
votion of the many people who have 
long labored for a solution is to be re­ 
warded by success at last.

After paying thanks to a 
long list of those for whose 
help he was grateful, Gold­ 
water said he did the first 
draft of his book “Why Not 
Victory?” but added:

Gross Transactions 
As Tax Base 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 


Since my letter of Dec. 18 
telling 
taxpayers how' 
bad 
our present tax system is and 
offering 
a 
substitute 
that 
would cut total taxes paid by 
a homeowner at least 50 per 
cent, I have received over 50 
telephone calls from business 
men, homeowners and rent­ 
ers and all in the same gen­ 
eral line—they could not un­ 
derstand how I could say 
there was a ^vay to collect 
the same amount of revenue 
and at the same time reduce 
the tax burden to individual 
homeowners by 50 per cent. 
One renter said i was sug­ 
gesting that the load be shift­ 
ed from property owners to 
renters. 
It is my hope that you will 
print this letter with the two 
following examples, so that 
your readers and taxpayers 
can readily understand what 
a gross transaction tax, such 
as 
our 
association 
recom­ 
mends. means to all. 
In Marin County we have a 
property tax base of around 
$300,000,000 and it takes an 
8% per cent tax levy to raise 
funds to cover all county 
budgets — in Marin County 
there would be a gross trans­ 
action tax base of over $700.- 
000,000 and a 3% per cent tax 
levy would raise the same 
sum and an additional V/z per 
cent

levy

would raise just as much or 
more revenue for the state 
than they are now getting out 
of Marin County. 
First we will take a worker 
with take-home pay of $600 
per month who is purchasing 
a home, auto. etc. so that not 
more than $400 of this $600 
could be spent for transaction 
taxable items, there being of 
course no transaction tax on 
payments such as these—the 
transaction tax is only on the 
final sale—so that a 5 per 
cent levy on $400 would be 
$20 a month or $240 total 
taxes paid for local and state 
taxes under the gross tran­ 
saction tax system. 
Now this same party is pay­ 
ing at present at least $450 
property tax, $20 State in­ 
come tax. $120 state sales 
taxes, $20 auto in lieu tax 
a total tax of some $610 in 
direct taxes— so there would 
be an actual cash saving here 
for this worker and home­ 
owner of $370 or around 40 
per cent of his present total 
taxes. 
In addition he would be 
saving in actual cash some 
$30 a year he is paying to 
utility 
companies to 
reim­ 
burse the taxes they pay and 
perhaps $200 to reimburse the 
business people from whom 
he 
purchases 
commodities 
and services — this would 
make a total actual cash sav­ 
ing of some $600 over pres­ 
ent taxes because if there 
were no property taxes or 
State taxes for the utilities 
and businesses to pay, these 
charges would not be added 
to the cost of commodities or 
services. 
Now take the renter—he 
would be in almost the same 
position as the above party 
except that he would be pay­ 
ing a 5 per cent levy on per­ 
haps $500 instead of $400 as 
in the above case because he 
would not have the h o u s e 
payment to deduct. At pres­ 
ent he is paying his portion 
of the taxes the owner of a 
home, duplex or apartment 
house has to pay— it is added 
to the rental and if there 
was no property tax, it would

SALICYLIC ACID and sulfur 
also are recommended for scalp 
lesions. These chemicals are 
less messy when incorporated 
into a washable ointment base 
that can be washed out easily 
with a shampoo. 
Widespread inv olv ement is 
more difficult to eradicate. A 
good treatment is to apply a 
synthetic corticosteroid in a 
cream or lotion and cov er the 
area at night with a plastic sub­ 
stance. Remov e it in the morn­ 
ing. In some instances, the en­ 
tire body is wrapped in this 
fashion, but this is best done 
when the indiv idual is hospital­ 
ized.
